High School Students Stand 
Chance Of Washington 
Trip, Gold Awards 

Mrs. Grace Caukin, educational 
chairman for the local Better 
Housing organization, announced 
Tuesday noon at the Kiwanls 
Club that the FHA is sponsoring 
an educational essay contest for 
all Sierra Madre high school 
students on the present housing 
campaign. National awards will 
be made in Washington, June 15, 
all boys and girls entering the 
contest being eligible for cash 
awards ranging from $100 to 
$1000 and for gold and silver 
medals. 

Details of the local prize 
awards will be made in the near 
future. The FHA is recognizing 
school winners and winners in 
state contests, in addition to 
finalists, it is stated, which gives 
many youths opportunity to win 
distinction. 

The essays, to comprise a 600- 
word script or feature article in 
speech form, may be written on 
“The Modem Home," "The Apart¬ 
ment Home," “The Farm Home,” 
“New Homes for Young America" 
or “Livable Homes for All 
Amercans." Booklets explaining 
the Federal Housing Administra¬ 
tion problem are obtainable at 
Pasadena Junior College and all 
other high schools. 

William Harris, former Kiwanis 
International president, and now 
an FHA speaker and official, 
appeared on the Kiwanis pro¬ 
gram to give pertinent facts con¬ 
cerning the housing campaign. 

“Up until the time when the 
President inaugurated the FHA 
in an attempt to stimulate em¬ 
ployment and building in the 
United States," Harris stated, 
“the building trades industries 
had lost 90 percent of their busi¬ 
ness. Inasmuch as one in every 
three unemployed was formerly 
engaged in one of the multiple 
building trades, either in produc¬ 
tion or labor, such a fact was 
extremely serious.” He continued 
to give vital statistics concern¬ 
ing the two titles of the FHA, 
stressing the fact that by guar¬ 
anteeing private loans the gov¬ 
ernment was loosening vast 
stores of capital in the modern¬ 
ization of 16,000,000 American 
homes and at the same time put¬ 
ting the unemployed back into 
their regular trades.

Chaos Is Near 
Cal-Tech Man 
Warns Forum 

Institute Professor Visions 
Abyss; Gives Ideas Of 
A Planned Future 

This civilization slipping into 
the' abyss, mingling with the dust 
| of countless lost empires of the 
! past; this world in dark chaos 
! within a generation. . . Such may 
j be the result of America’s re¬ 
fusal to recognize the fallacy of 
Capitalism’s unworkably and ar¬ 
bitrary economic "laws,” in the 
opinion of Dr. Graham Lang, 
California Institute of Technology 
professor, who addressed the Si- 
! erra Madre Forum in the Wo- 
| man's club bouse Tuesday even- 
| ing. 

Characterizing the fight against 
1 depression as a "race between hu- 
j man intelligence and devastation," 

| Dr. Laing stated that the aver¬ 
age person’s complacency in the 
face of present conditions is 
the result of failure to consider 
the age old truism that “Nature 
is not in a hurry." Civilization 
after civilization may fall on the 
other’s dust in nature’s slow and 
cruel disregard of the individual, 
he said. 

“The answer? 

“For the price of a battleship a 
small army of the world's best 
brains, the most competent en¬ 
gineers and technicians, may be 
recruited to draw up a plan— 
a plan listing all of the resources 
the energy needed to wrest them 
from the earth and the most ec¬ 
onomical means of distribution; 
listing every individual human 
need on the other side of the 
ledger. 

“Of course,” Dr. Laing contin¬ 
ued, “perhaps we may fight off 
disaster for another generation, 
or for still another, but such a 
plan in readiness surely would 
be logical insurance for possible 
immediate need in the future.” 

As with all new principles, he 
said, such a plan would be sim¬ 
ple in fundamentals but compli¬ 
cated In design and execution. 

Many of the equations offered 
would ne unsound, there would 
surely be difficulty in finding the 
proper system under which to ad¬ 
minister the accepted results, but 
out of the change might emerge 
a system qualified to keep this

Martin Stirs 
Whole Nation 
In Red War 

Local Assemblyman Also 
Active In Opposing Pro¬ 
posed Income Tax 

Through his speech on the 
floor of the California Assembly 
opposing the imposition of a 
State income tax and his con¬ 
troversy with President Sproul 
and 11 University of California 
professors over his anti-Red bills, 
Assemblyman Frank G. Martin, 
representing this district in the 
Legislature is attracting nation¬ 
wide attention. 

Editorial writers throughout 
the country are making his 
speech against the income tax 
j the subject of lengthy editorials 
; and his demand that President 
I Sproul, of the University, appear 
before the Assembly’s Judiciary 
j committee and explain the atti¬ 
tude of 11 professors who took a 
| fling at his bill against the radi¬ 
cals, drew headlines in the lead¬ 
ing newspapers of the East and 
Middle West. 

President Sproul defended the 
professors as being “within their 
rights as freemen" in defending 
the professor’s attack on Martin’s 
bill that would make it a felony 
to be in possession of literature 
or propaganda proposing the 
overthrow of the government by 
violence. Sproul added, however, 
that the professors had used "ex¬ 
tremely poor judgment” in their 
mode of attack. 

"There is nothing they did, in¬ 
dividually or as a group,’’ Sproul 
wrote, “which would lead to the 
belief that they believed in the 
| overthrow of the government by 
; violence. 

"We are unalterably opposed to 
j those who would change the 
present social system or the pres¬ 
ent form of government by force 
i or violence, but in days when 
men are beset by poverty and 
insecurity, bitter conflicts of 
thought are generated and legis¬ 
lation inevitably reflects a ten¬ 
dency to coerce and prohibit. 

"We are disposed to believe 
that the Assembly bill and others 
like it go too far in this direc¬ 
tion and tend to destroy that 
Americanism which they are de¬ 
signed to conserve." 

Sproul said the professors 
"represented the traditions of 
academic freedom." 

Following receipt of a letter 
from Dr. Sproul containing the 
above statements, the Assembly 
judiciary committee voted down 
by 14 to 5, a motion to table 
the Martin bill and it will be 
reported to the Assembly. 

Martin's argument that the im- 
| position of a State income tax 
j will work a hardship upon the 
poor rather than upon the rich 
man, that it pyramids taxes and 
| will drive money out of the 
j State, is attracting widespread 
j editorial comemnt. Martin was 
| one of five Assemblymen to vote 
I against the income tax measure 
| of Senator Olson and in hU 
speech opposing the measure he 
said ,in part: 

"I believe, as I feel we all do, 
that this Legislature will enact 
an income tax law. The only 
question is, the form of the act. 
Rates and allocations among the 
brackets will be the determining 
| factors. As between the Chat¬ 
ters bill and the Olson bill I am 
convinced that the Chatters bill 
is far better. Its rates are more 
reasonable and more equitable. 
The Chatters bill is fairer to the 
poor and those of moderate in¬ 
comes all whom would be in the 
lower brackets. 

"I sincerely regret that Cali¬ 
fornia is about to adopt a State 
income tax. In speaking against 
it I am not sniping the Alerriam 
administration, I am accepting in 
good faith, the words of Gov¬ 
ernor Merriam. He has said 
publicly that he is open-minded 
and that he would accept any 
plan for balancing the budget 
that is better than his plan. 
Some of us feel that, in some 
particulars, there is a better 
plan. I for one, how'ever, cannot 
for a moment accept the plans 
of the political opponents of 
Governor Merriam in this Legis¬ 
lature. 

"The question of adopting this 
form of taxation, new to this 
State, far transcends political con- j 
sidcrations. It enters the field of j 
basic economics and fundamental 
equities in. imposing taxes. 

“It is a duplicating tax. It has 
gainst it all the objections which 
are made against double taxation, 
and pyramided taxes. 

“The income tax, theoretically, 
is aimed primarily at the rich 
—at huge incomes. In its prac¬ 
tical workings, the income tax 
bears more heavily, proprotion- 
ately, upon the low-bracket in¬ 
come than upon the higher 
brackets.

Cities Confer With State Of¬ 
ficials To Correct Orange 
Grove Ave. Problem 

City Business Manager A1 S. 
| Myers of Sierra Madre, and Ar¬ 
cadia officials met Tuesday with 
S. V. Cortelyou, State Highway 
Commission division engineer, to 
initiate measures for an Orange 
Grove avenue storm drain for the 
protection of the Baldwin estate 
and Arcadia property during the 
rainy season. 

Three projects, of varying 
costs, were suggested in solution 
by Cortelyou. The most expen¬ 
sive one, which would cost 
aproximately $168,000, calls for 
installation of a pipeline drain 
extending the length of Orange 
Grove, with subsidary pipes 
draining the cross streets. 

The second project, estimated 
to cost about $81,000, calls for 
construction of an open gutter 
or ditch from three to four feet 
deep running along the south 
side of the street from Sunny- 
side to the Little Santa Anita 
channel. 

Cortelyou’s alternative to the 
above mentioned projects wa 
conversion of Orange Grove ave¬ 
nue into a combination street- 
conduit similar to Chevy Chase ii. 
Glendale, which would allow flood 
waters to drain down the center 
of the thoroughfare. In all thre 
projects the waters would drain 
off into the Little Santa Anit - 
This factor would bring up a: 
other County Flood Control prob 
lem by the heavy increases in 
flow down that channel, it wa 
pointed out. 

SERA aid will be solicited fo: 
a portion of the expense of the 
proposed work, and whatever re¬ 
maining expense is involved will 
probably be shared by the com¬ 
munities and interests involved 
However, this excludes Sierra 
Madre as the city itself stands 
to gain little by the plans ex¬ 
cept the permanent surfacing of 
Orange Grove avenue. 

"Every effort will be made," 
stated City Business Manager 
Myers, “to put through thi 3 pro¬ 
ject, in the event of its accep¬ 
tance, with the interests and 
wishes of the property owners in¬ 
volved firmly in mind. As far as 
is possible in light of practic¬ 
ability' the work will proceed only 
after the views of Orange Grove 
property owners have been 
given."

ROMANTIC HISTORY OF SIERRA 
MADRE LIBRARY IS RECOUNTED 
AT HISTORICAL SOCIETY MEET 


Institution Here Fourth Old¬ 
est In County, Big City 
Asset, Says W W Alley 

A N interesting story of the 
founding, growth and ser¬ 
vice of the Sierra Madre 
Public Library and the hopes and 
plans of Its trustees for a new 
building to be financed by the 
government were contained in a 
history of the institution read to 
the Historical Society last Thurs¬ 
day night by W. W. Alley, presi¬ 
dent of the board of trustees. 

“The Sierra Madre Library," 
Mr .Alley said, "is the fourth 
oldest city library in Los Angeles 
County and the tenth oldest in 
Southern California. It was 
founded by some of the original 
settlers of the city, and in July 
1886 it was incorporated under 
the laws of the State of Cali¬ 
fornia. The present building was 
built in the following year. 

“Established as a co-operative 
institution, our library has grown 
ever since .steadily and as a rule 
at a more rapid rate than the 
city itself. It still renders more 
real service per person* than do 
some of the other smaller city 
libraries who are fortunately sup¬ 
ported by greater financial 
budgets. 

"In the early days an intellec¬ 
tual and progressive imprint was 
given to our city that has never 
since been obliterated. When 
Sierra Madre was but a com¬ 
munity of ranches lying at the 
base of the mountains, the need 
of on Intellectual and study cen- 


1 ter was recognized. Inasmuch as 
there was no method by which 
j public financial support could be 
supplied, the leaders in the com- 
| munity banded themselves to¬ 
gether and by co-oprative effort 
| achieved what otherwise would 
have been Impossible to them 
all, acting as individuals. 

"At the time the library was 
started there were only about 
fifty families in Sierra Madre, 
j living in as many homes. Ap- 
I proximately forty of these sub 
scribed $3,041 to the fund for 
the erection of the library build¬ 
ing. The land, as well as $2,000 
of this amount, was donated by 
Mrs. R. E. Ross in memory of 
her husband. The community at 
that time boasted of but one 
church, the Church of the As¬ 
cension located about where the 
present building stands; one 
school-house which stood w'here 
Kersting Court now is, for the 
whole north-w'est corner of Bald-

cember of 18S9. She received 
the liberal salary of $12.00 to 
$15.00 per month. Mrs. Pratt, 
one of the members of the Asso¬ 
ciation, acted as regular librarian 
for the first three months of 
1890. At that time it was clear¬ 
ly seen that it would be finan-

and Central comprised the 
school grounds; the town-hall 
which is still standing on the 
northeast corner of Central and 
Baldwin; and five or six store 
buildings. At that time it was 
thought that the future business 
section of the growing commu¬ 
nity would be located at Mark¬ 
ham, (now Lima), and Central. 
This was indeed a small settle¬ 
ment to undertake a co-operative 
task such as a Public Library, 
which was destined for many 
years at least, to be supported 
by the annual dues and subscrip¬ 
tions of its members and users. 

"Nevertheless, the first direc¬ 
tors of the Sierra Madre Library 
Association were fa r-sighted 
enough to plan wisely and estab¬ 
lish soundly the principle of com¬ 
munity service which has since 
marked the history of the Pub¬ 
lic Library. Of those original 
directors but one is still here 
with us, Mr. W. S .Andrews. As 
one of the original subscribers 
to the fund to erect the library 
building he took an active part 
in all the early proceedings of 
the Association. 

“The others of the first board 
of directors who were elected 
and served through the second 
year without change, were Pro¬ 
fessor John J. Hart, the Chair¬ 
man; Mr. W. B. Crisp; Mr. P. T. 
Reed; Mr. J. H. Lewis; Mr. 
N. H. Hosmer and Mr. Percy R. 
Wilson. 

“Many of the directors of the 
Library Association ,in those 
early days, served for many 
years. Among all of the Associa¬ 
tion's directors, those who held 
office for a term longer than 10 
years, were as follows: Professor 
John J. Hart, 21 years: Mr. John 
G. Blumer, 19 years; Mr. S. R. 
Norris, 18 years; Mr. W. S. An¬ 
drews, 18 years; Mrs. L. E. 
Steinberger, 14 years; Mr. H. J. 
Potter, 14 years; Mr. W. B. Crisp. 
13 years; Mr. C. E. Cook, 13 
years; Mr. E. H. Vannier, 13 
years; Mr. D. C. Ashmore, 11 
years.

They have served faith¬ 
fully these past years, and since 
the depression, particularly so. 
For strange as it may seem, to 
the average person, with the 
slowing up of most activities, 
the library's work has shown a 
consistent increase. This is be¬ 
cause people have turned to read¬ 
ing and study as a relief from 
the worry and cares of the daily 
problems of life. Though our 
staff has suffered a cut in their 
compensations, they have all 
given increasingly of their effort 
and attention, thus the citizens 
of Sierra Madre have had full 
use of all the facilities which the 
Public Library has to offer. 

‘The time is fast approach¬ 
ing, however, when the library 
will be unable to keep up with 
the demands for service from the 
limited space we have available. 
A building fifty yearn old, can 
scarcely be expected to render a 
service which its original builders 
could hardly have imagined pos¬ 
sible. Every bit of space is be¬ 
ing used now and we are actually 
in need of additional shelf space. 

“It is out of the question to 
expect the citizens, under exist¬ 
ing conditions ,to supply a new 
house for their books, by any 
normal or accustomed method. 
Bond issues or assessments for 
such a purpose would be unthink¬ 
able. While the present Library 
Trustees have been giving much 
thought to this very pressing 
problem for some time past there 
seemed to be no possibility of an 
immediate solution. Fortunately, 
however, the proposed activities 
of the Federal Government under 
the Relief Appropriation Act of 
1935, just signed by the Presi¬ 
dent, may provide a possible so¬ 
lution to our difficulty. The 
Board, through the City Planning 
Commission and the Mayor, have 
put in an application for a grant, 
of $35,000 for a new Public Li¬ 
brary building, to be built as a 
part of the new drive towards re¬ 
covery. It is still too soon to 
say just what the final outcome 
of this application for financial 
aid will be. We have neverthe¬ 
less put in our request, now we 
must await the determination as 
to just how these new unemploy¬ 
ment relief measures will be 
worked out.
